“WONDER-CHICKEN” FILLS NO GAPS 

“A newly discovered fossil bird could be the earliest 
known ancestor of every chicken on the planet,” 
according to BBC News 20th March 2020. “The 
unique fossil, from about 67 million years ago, gives 
a glimpse into the dawn of modern birds.” The 
report continued: “Birds are descended from dino¬ 
saurs, but precisely when they evolved into birds 
like the ones alive today has been difficult to an- 
1 swer. This is due to a lack of fossil data. The newly 
1 discovered - and well-preserved - fossil skull should 
help fill in some of the gaps.” Dr Daniel Field of the 
University of Cambridge, who has nick-named it “Wonder-Chick¬ 
en” said, "It's the only nearly complete skull of a modern bird that 
we have, so far, from the age of dinosaurs and it's able to tell us 
quite a lot about the early evolutionary history of birds." 
COMMENT: This report is full of contradictions. After asserting 
that “birds are descended from dinosaurs”, it admits that it “has 
been difficult” to say precisely when they evolved “due to a lack of 
fossil data.” Also, since this fossil belongs to a “modern bird”, how 
on earth can it fill in any gaps in the supposed “early evolutionary 
history of birds"? If modern birds existed in the “age of dinosaurs” 
then they didn’t evolve from them! 


‘RAPID’ EVOLUTION — OR CREATION? 

Evolutionists believe that Ichthy¬ 
osaurs (right) evolved from land¬ 
dwelling ancestors, even though 
there is no fossil evidence for 
this transition. Now, some scien¬ 
tists are claiming that these 
creatures underwent “rapid evo¬ 
lution.” An article in Nature.com 
(13th February 2020) said “Ichthyosaurs burst onto the scene”. 
And a press release on the same day from Bristol University 
included this quote from Dr Ben Moon: "Ichthyosaurs are a fasci¬ 
nating group of animals to work on because they evolved so many 
adaptations for living in water very quickly: a fish-like body and tail 
fin, giving birth to live young rather than laying eggs, and lots of 
different feeding styles. Because of this we expected to see a 
rapid evolution early after ichthyosaurs first appeared, but we 
were staggered by just how big this early burst was and how 
relatively short it was." 

COMMENT: Darwin claimed that evolution proceeded by slow, 
gradual changes. This is just one more piece of evidence that 
Darwin was wrong. However, in the total absence of fossil evi¬ 
dence, surely special creation is a much more reasonable expla¬ 
nation than “rapid evolution”? Evolutionists have to believe that 
these reptiles evolved their many “adaptations” in bursts. We 
believe that “God created the great creatures of the sea” (Genesis 
1: 21) ready designed for their aquatic lifestyle. 



DEAF MOTHS BEAT BATS 

Most moths can hear the ultrasonic sound of bats and are able to 
evade them, but what about deaf moths? Well, according to a 
report in Science Daily (25th February 2020) “Some species of 
deaf moths can absorb as much as 85 per cent of the incoming 
sound energy from predatory bats - who use echolocation to 
detect them. The findings reveal the moths, who are unable to 
hear the ultrasonic calls of bats, have evolved this clever defen¬ 
sive strategy to help it survive. A team from Bristol's School of 
Biological Sciences discovered that the thorax scales of two

That has to involve the experienee of evil beeause Adam and Eve 
already knew about good and evil - good is obeying God’s eommand- 
ment, and evil is disobeying it. Part of the devil’s lie is that you eannot 
know good without experieneing evil. That is still part of the devil’s lie 
today. 

Prayer: Lord, please help us to be alert to the wiles of the devil when 
he tries to make a eourse of aetion sound holy, when it is aetually 
eontrary to Your word and will. Lead us not into temptation, but deliver 
us from evil.

moths, Antherina suraka, and Callosamia prometh- 
ea (right) looked structurally similar to fibres that are 
used as noise insulation.” The team discovered that 
the scales on a moth’s body can absorb up to 85 
per cent of the incoming sound energy and reduce 
the distance a bat would be able to detect a moth 
by almost 25 per cent, increasing the moth’s survival chances. Re¬ 
searcher Dr Thomas Neil, said: "We were amazed to see that these 
extraordinary insects were able to achieve the same levels of sound 
absorption as commercially available technical sound absorbers, 
whilst at the same time being much thinner and lighter. We are now 
looking at ways in which we can use these biological systems to 
inspire new solutions to sound insulating technology.” 

COMMENT: How did these moths “achieve” the ability to absorb the 
bafs signals in order to evade capture? By gradual evolution? This 
would mean that it wouldn’t be useful until it was able to provide real 
protection. Man-made noise insulation materials — which are appar¬ 
ently inferior to the bats’ — are the result of intelligent planning, so 
why not the sound-absorbing scales of these moths?

I T is often said that crises bring out the worst and the best in peopie. This has 
certainiy been the case with coronavirus. We have seen people fighting 
over toilet rolls in supermarkets, heard of hand sanitiser being sold at exorbi¬ 
tant prices, and scammers trying to con vulnerable people. 


However, such cases are in a minority and most 
people have demonstrated a remarkable com¬ 
munity spirit. Prime Minister Boris Johnson ap¬ 
pealed for 150,000 people to volunteer to assist 
the National Health Service. Within 24 hours, 
more than 400,000 people responded, and the 
number has now reached 750,000! Nurses and 
doctors came out of retirement to join the many 
other health professionals and carers who are 
willing to risk their own lives to care for others. 
People have been doing shopping for the house¬ 
bound, getting to know neighbours for the first 
time, and going out of their way to see that 
lonely and vulnerable people are not over¬ 
looked. 

A PROBLEM FOR DARWINISTS 

Caring for the needs of others, especially those 
who are not related, is known as altruism, which 
has been defined as "disinterested and selfless 
concern for the well-being of others." Darwin¬ 
ists struggle to explain why altruism exists, since 
evolution implies the "survival of the fittest." 
Whilst caring for one's own tribe or family could 
possibly be explained within a Darwinian frame¬ 
work, there is no evolutionary explanation as to 
why people should care for famine victims on 
the other side of the world, or people whom 
they would normally regard as enemies. The 
actions of the Good Samaritan in Jesus's famous 
parable make no sense from a Darwinian view¬ 
point. Yet such examples of altruism are wide¬ 
spread, and form the basis of most charity work. 
Altruism is not limited to human beings. A hon¬ 
eybee will sting to protect its hive from intrud¬ 
ers, even though the act causes it to die. Wolves 
will bring back meat to share with pack mem¬ 
bers who were not present at the kill. However, 
these examples are a far cry from the altruism 
shown by human beings. "There are obvious 
long-term benefits to giving your lunch to your 



child, but it is less clear how you will benefit 
from giving your lunch to a homeless person 
you will never see again.Well-known Darwin¬ 
ist Professor Richard Dawkins admits: "Much 
as we may wish to believe otherwise, universal 
love and welfare of the species as a whole are 
concepts which simply do not make evolution¬ 
ary sense. 

IMAGE MARRED BUT NOT ERASED 

Altruism makes perfect sense within a Bible- 
based worldview, which states that human 
beings were created in the image of God (Gen¬ 
esis 1: 27). Although sin has marred that im¬ 
age, it hasn't been entirely erased. This 
explains why people do selfless things, and 
even make great sacrifices, for the sake of 
others they may not even know. So, we should 
rejoice for all the examples of the human spirit 
triumphing over decades of evolutionary in¬ 
doctrination! 


Although evolutionary ideas have resulted in 
much cruel and inhuman behaviour, the selfless 
response of thousands of people to the coronavi¬ 
rus crisis, as well as the common willingness of 
millions of people to respond to appeals to help 
disaster victims, totally refutes the Darwinian 
doctrine of "the selfish gene" and "survival of the 
fittest." Even Richard Dawkins admits that "a Dar¬ 
winian society would be a very unpleasant socie¬ 
ty in which to live." (see box above). 

LEGACY OF BIBLE-BASED ETHICS 

Another factor which explains human altruism, at 
least in part, is the legacy of Bible-based ethics to 
which most people in the West have been ex¬ 
posed, and which forms the basis of our systems 
of justice and Government. These include the 
revolutionary teachings of Jesus in the Sermon on 
the Mount, e.g. "Love your enemies", and going 
"the second mile." (Matthew 5: 41-43)} Howev¬ 
er, with Biblical truth being side-lined and in¬ 
creasingly rejected, this spiritual capital is in 
danger of running out, and the consequences 
could be disastrous. Even Richard Dawkins thinks 
ending religion would be a bad thing: "People 
may feel free to do bad things because they feel 
God is no longer watching them."^ And after 
observing the work of Christian charities, atheis¬ 
tic journalist Matthew Parris admitted that "Afri¬ 
ca needs God... In Africa, Christianity changes 
people's hearts. It brings a spiritual transforma¬ 
tion. The rebirth is real. The change is good."^ 
Parris is right: humanitarian work divorced 
from the Gospel may change situations but not 
lives. Only Jesus Christ can do that. "If anyone is 
in Christ the new creation has come: the old is 
gone, the new is here!" (2 Corinthians 5:17). We 
pray that, during this time of crisis, many will 
find and embrace that new life in Christ.

DESPERATE TO AVOID A BEGINNING 

Although the “big bang” theory of the origin of the universe is the 
most popular explanation of how it all began, many secular scien¬ 
tists admit there are serious problems with the model. Some of 
these were highlighted in an article headed “What Happened before 
the Big Bang?” in LiveScience.com (21st April 2020). “In the begin¬ 
ning, there was an infinitely dense, tiny ball of matter. Then, it all 
went bang, giving rise to the atoms, molecules, stars and galaxies 
we see today. Or at least, that's what we've been told by physicists 
for the past several decades. But new theoretical physics research 
has recently revealed a possible window into the very early uni¬ 
verse, showing that it may not be "very early" after all. Instead it 
may be just the latest iteration of a bang-bounce cycle that has 
been going on for... well, at 
least once, and possibly for¬ 
ever.But as good as it is, 

we know that the Big Bang 
picture is not complete — 
there's a puzzle piece miss¬ 
ing, and that piece is the 
earliest moments of the uni¬ 
verse itself.” The article 
continued: “Taken at face 
value [the big bang theory] 
tells us that at one point, the universe was crammed into an 
infinitely tiny, infinitely dense point. This is obviously absurd, and 
what it really tells us is that we need new physics to solve this 
problem — our current toolkit just isn't good enough. To save the 
day we need some new physics...” The suggested solution is the 
“cyclical universe” theory, which proposes that the “big bang” was 
not really the beginning at all, but part of a process that could have 
been going on “possibly forever.” 

COMMENT : It’s amazing the lengths to which secular scientists will 
go to avoid having to face up to an actual beginning and what 
happened before it, so they are seeking to “save the day” by 
proposing ever more speculative theories. They prefer to believe in 
eternal matter, rather than an eternal Creator who is “from everlast¬ 
ing to everlasting.” (Psalm 90: 2). We believe that our God — who 
was there when the universe began — has told us in His word what 
actually happened, and it was not a “big bang.”
